Empress of China 
that many will be disinelinall to belivve the naws, 
Tt is unnecessary. to dwell upon the important 
jofluence which the disappeatance of the 
strongest and most powerful porsonage in China 
ia bound to have on the futuro of that vast 
conntry, which wo soo strotching itsolf, on the 
eve of awaking to u cosciousnexs of its national 
possibilities and opportunities. Tho Dowagor 
Empreas has long heratded the present aak- 
ening in Ghina, Sho bas beou the stormy 
pelrel giving promonitary hints of trouble, 
and sho hos undonbtedly been behind those 
Aistucbancis, dizected ageinst the foreigners 
in China, which cuhminated in. the famous 
Boxor rising and the atiack on tho Legatious. 
From time to time the> {irent Powors of the 
Worst have apparently succeeded in dethroning 
lier from, her position of yotentiol ruler of 
Chinsdbut it hag only been o voeming dsthrone- 
ment; and no ono believes that sho has lost any 
part of her great power over both the Emperor 
and the machine of State whieh is the Grand 
Council. The woll-knowa Empross Dowager 
ix now an old woman for an Oriontal, and the 
news of hor death woult not be sarprising if 
it turnel out to he true. She was born on 
‘November 17(b, 18H, so is more than 71 years 
of age. Wer story, or such portions of it a8 
are Icnown to us, does not give us any very 
clear indieationa of the wonderfnl ability she 
undoubtedly possesnes, and the skill with which 
sho lias been able to mako bor counsels prevail 
agaibst the combined strength of the’ European 
Powers, and apparently against ‘the supreme 
hend of tbe siate himself.
